And 
cheaper too — far cheaper than 
just buying more trucks for the fire 
station you already had. Plus, each 
private fire station will have to 
spend money on advertising, and 
put some money in the pockets of 
its owners, and all those extra 
expenses add up to one thing: sav- 
ings! 

The opinions of fuzzy-thinking 
“experts” aside, private fire protec- 
tion is an idea whose time has 
come. You can be sure private fire 
departments would honor their 
sacred trust and look after the best 
interests of the people who matter 
the most — their shareholders. 

If you agree and would like to 
stand up and support private fire 
protection, you might want to call 
or write the provincial govern- 
ment. Do so, if you like. But I 
wouldn’t worry about it. Because 
apparently it doesn’t really matter 
what you think anyway.

Community leagues opposed to home-based hookers

ast week’s courtroom conviction of an escort 

[ teens owner charged with living off the avails 

of prostitution has convinced the president of 

the Edmonton Federation of Community Leagues 

that the city-wide organization is on the right track 
in opposing licensing of escorts. 

Ron Kuban, president of the EFCL, says 
Edmonton’s community leagues remain opposed 
to any form of licensing of escorts 
or escort agencies, because 
bylaws governing the businesses 
endorse prostitution. 

The city has been studying ways 
to update its 1993 bylaw regulating 
escorts and escort agencies and 
considering licensing individual

That move would mean the 
escorts could work from their 
homes instead of an office. Some 


they feel owners of escort agen- 
cies are no better than pimps, 
charging a percentage of each job 
and forcing the escorts to go on 
dates they don’t want to accept. 

But Kuban said Edmonton's 
community leagues are concerned 
that licensing individual escorts 
could mean prostitutes would be 
scattered throughout the city, working in residen- 
tial areas. 

“This activity, when brought away from the 
more traditional areas of business and commercial 
property to residential areas, will raise a host of 
difficulties for the residents of Edmonton,” Kuban 
said. 

Prostitution “could potentially be bought in next 
to schools, playgrounds day-care centres and so 
on. There are risks of increased traffic, increased 
illegal activity and a number of other things that 
could be harmful to residents, young and old, of 
each community.” 

Kuban said the federation’s members are aware 
that prostitution is now ruining some neighbor- 
hoods but even those neighborhoods don’t want to 
see the problem spread to other communities. 

So the federation passed two resolutions at its 
March annual general meeting: one urges the city 
to “abandon all notion” of licensing independent 
escorts; the other encourages the city to find new 
ways to prevent “all forms of prostitution and 
associated crime” from taking root in residential

played to full houses and critical 
acclaim. A year later they 
launched a 90-minute version of 
the show and this year landed an 
eight-city tour of the U.S 

The show itself is high energy 
and loud. Using whatever they 
have at their disposal — garbage 
cans, sticks, scaffolding and 
brooms the RhythMatia per- 
formers bring dance to everyday 
settings. And now, with the sup- 
port of musician Brett Miles and 
drummer Lyle Molzan, the dancers 
are freer to focus on their art while 
the musicians fuel the fire. The 
dance style is modern, with every- 
thing from tap to hip hop and funk 
“and that whole locking and pop- 
ping and break dancing thing.” 

The dancers explore all manner 
of sounds, from squeaky runners 
to a set that uses flashlights. For 
the current show, local playwright 
Stewart Lemoine has written 
monologues that Monson says add 
a new dimension to the show and 
keep the production’s pace at a 
more comfortable rate for dancers 
and audiences. 

“Not only is it a super stamina 
show for the cast, but for the audi- 
ences too,” she said. “Sometimes 
the audiences were leaving 
impressed but exhausted and we 
wanted the show to have a differ- 
ent breadth to it.”

the South, to the end, with oppor- 
tunists hawking blood-stained 
splinters from Jessie James’ living 
room floor. 

But the story that emerges is 
easy to follow, perhaps because of 
our familiarity with it, and is told 
in an entertaining manner. Lead 
Tractor Chris Wynters plays the 
outlaw Jessie James passionately. 
He immerses himself in the show’s 
lyrics and delivers the story in suit- 
able shades of cowboy melan- 
choly, raw energy and youthful 
rebelliousness. 

The cast of 11 is strung out 
across the width of the Roxy 
Theatre stage, sometimes singing 
and sometimes acting out the 
story. 

On that point, you'll be thankful 
the acting is at a minimum: most of 
the cast are musicians, not actors 
and their strengths most definitely 
lie in the songs. Good thing too, 
because the music in this show 
sometimes borders on brilliant. 

So the Tractors come through 
but so too do other cast members: 
Ken Brown on banjo and Johnny 
Collins in prison garb will make 
your hair stand on end. Collins, 
whose voice has wowed audiences 
at LITJ shows and Jazz City audi- 
ences last year, is a musical force 
that toys with your emotions. His 
solo number, leading off the 
show’s second act, is a high point

of the show. In cowboy hat and 
very cool shades, Collins is a funny 
and gifted performer. Later, in a 
gospel number, Collins stands out 
as closest to God. 

Other highlights include Kate 
Ryan as Belle Starr, a saloon show- 
girl who’s the Queen of Outlaw 
Heaven.

Who's to blame if the party's over?

ecent events have forced many people to realize 
Res going dancing these days is not what it used 

to be. As Edmonton’s city council ponders what to 
do about “the dangers surrounding raves,” the bugle is 
being sounded in the east. Last week Toronto’s police 
chief called for “a national strategy that recognizes 
that we have, in fact, a problem,” in reference to a 
“serious connection that exists between drugs and 
guns and young people.” It should be obvious these 
problems began well before raves existed, and it 
doesn’t seem fair to suggest that dance culture is 
responsible for their proliferation or that a city like 
Edmonton has the same challenges as Toronto. 

The term “rave” was first introduced into legislation 
in Britain through the Criminal Justice and Public 
Order Act of 1994 (C.J.A.). British authorities had 
spent years trying to figure out how to control huge 
outdoor raves that were attracting hundreds of thou- 
sands of people swarming on to public and private 
land to create “temporary autonomous zones” of 
amazing proportions. This Act (C.J.A.), defined a rave 
in legal terms, addressed the issues of trespassing and 
gave police the power to order people to stop raving; 
to seize vehicles and equipment; and to redirect peo- 
ple in a five-mile radius away from suspected rave 
sites. Penalties included three-month prison terms 
and fines equivalent to over $5,000. 

Since then, in Canada and the U.S. especially, many 
laws have been passed that restrict the activities of 
“that freaky dance culture,” as authorities have scram- 
bled to appease citizens frightened by negative sensa-

Eric Clapton used Lee's 
terrifying twang as a foil on his 
Money and Cigarettes album and 
he’s found himself in the studio 
with everyone from Jackson 
Browne to Vince Gill over the 
years and was once a member of 
Emmylou Harris's fabled Hot 
Band.

On 
the title track Lee and James 
Burton. one of his biggest influ- 
ences, hit their respective accel- 
erators and peeled off more hot 
licks in just under five minutes 
than imaginable. The cool thing 
was they drove the song without 
hot-dogging and were totally in 
syne with Crowell’s inspired 
vocal. 

As for the guitar clinics, Lee 
does anywhere between six and 
20 a year and he’s inspired by the 
reaction this particular one seems 
to be getting. 

“Well I’m not really a teacher. I 
never studied myself as I’m self- 
taught. So I try and give the play- 
ers some of my life’s experiences 
and talk about and. demonstrate 
who I listened to. I'll be playing 
along to a DAT tape,” added the 
amazing picker, who is looking 
forward to visiting our city again.

What Scream did for slasher 
flicks A Slight Case of Murder 
does for film noir. It’s a made-for- 
cable flick that deserved so much 
more.

A Slight Case of Murder drops 
Macy’s anti-hero into the middle of 
a quaint little labyrinth of murder, 
blackmail and sexual intrigue — 
but never so much that you start 
to take it seriously. Basically, the 
film critic is being blackmailed by 
a private dick (James Cromwell) 
for his role in his girlfriend’s 
death.
